Opening: The General EBARC meeting at the 
El Sobrante United Methodist Church Friday, 
August 9, 2019 was called to order about 7:30 
p.m. by President Ken Fowler, KO6NO. 


Ken opened with a round of introductions 


including a question, “What was your main 
ham activity during the past month?” 
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Mathison, KJ6DZB, mentioned that he got an 
autographed Bob Heil book, for the club, in 
recognition of an EBARC Field Day photograph 
he had taken. 


Announcements: Ken mentioned an 
invitation from the Boy Scouts’ Order of the 
Arrow Midway event to have a Ham Radio 
presentation at their Camp Herms location on 
Saturday, September 7".
